324, Tis no new thing (though it was never fo fre- 
=/N quent as now) for Inccndiaries to accuſe In- 
a4) nocents as diſturbers ofthe Publike tranquil- 
Wee lity ofthe Countrey. So ugly is the Face of 
2&4 Rebellion when it comes unmasked, with- 
zz out ſome Cloake ot Vizard overit, thateven 
Nw ſeditious perſons cannot fancy it in them- 
ſelves. Thecharge which the Lord Farrefax gives againſt me, 
in this Declaration, is like that ofa Roman S inſt bis fellow 
Citizen, That he did not receive his whole weapon into his body. 
He was angry that his ncighbour ſhould defend himſelfe, and 
my Lord, that I ſhould protet His Majeſties good Subjefts 
from his violence. And though a gcnerall accuſation mighe 
juſtly be ſlcightcd as a ſlander, ro which by the Laws of this 
land no man is bound to anſwer, to which it is impoſſible for 
any man to makea dirc& anſwer ( fince it is not inveſted with 
the due circumſtances of time and place and perſons ) ncither 
is the Lord Fairefax able to bring one particular inſtance to 
make good his generall calumniations ; yct ſince it proceeds | 
from a pcrſon of his cmincncy, I have thought fir,as well for 
the vindication of mine own honour, as for confirmation of 
the minds of His Majcſties well affeRed SubjeRs intheir layale 
ty to repell his (landers inthe Preſſe, asI doubr not by Gods 
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aſliftance to do his Forces in the ticld. Yet give meleave to won-. 
der who they are that have ſuch an influence upon his Lord- 
ſhips undcrſtanding,as to draw him in ſix lines to Publiſh ro the 
world {ix groundleſſc aſperſions, againſt a perſon that hath not 
deſerved ill of him, without the leaſt provocation. 

The firſt is, That contrary ts the Laws of the Land 1have raiſed 
a great Army. | might anſwer, That the Laws arc indeed an ex» 
cellent ſtandard and meaſure of Juſtice ſo long as they are com- 
mon to all parties, but when they b:come like ſpiders webs ro 
intangle ſome, and let thorow others, when ſome men mult 
obſerve Law, & others will be free from all Law,itis the great- 
clt partiality and the falſeſt meaſure in theworid. Andas our 
Saviour ſaid tothe Phariſees, It I by Beelzebub caſt out Devils, 
by whom do your Children caſt chem out 2: They ſhall be your 
Judges. So fayT, If Ibea Delinquent againſt the Laws, for 
railing defenſive Arms by vertue of His Majeſtices Commiſſion 
(withwhom alone the power of the M744 is intruſted both by 
God and Min) whatis the Lord Fairefax and his parteners for 
raiſing offenſive rebellious Arms againſt their fellow Subj<Rs, 
without, nay, againſt His Mijeſtics authority, But he hath 
appealed to the Laws, to the Laws let him go ? Let him ſhew 
bur any one particleof known Law,Statute or Common, which 
] have violated, and I ſhall lay down Arms as chcercfully as [ 
tookethemup. Butifrthis be impoſſible (as without doubt it 
it) then ceaſe atlengrh ro tell-us of Laws in the clouds, or of 
Laws written in the Syb:/1s bookes, which no men ever read 
orneard of bur your ſelves. All true Engliſh men will diſdain 
to exchange their inheritance, the ancient T.aws of this Land 
( under which they and thcir progenitors have already injoyed 
ſuch happy and Halcionian daycs,and hope ſtill for better from 
His Mjeltics greatcr experience, and late As of Grace) either 
for a: Company of far-fetcht dear-bought principles, drawn 
without Art or Judgemeat; by fatious unskilfa!! mm 
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of teTaw of Nature or of Nations, as a Lesbian rule to ſerve 
their ambitious ends : Or for Arbitrary Government, which 
knows no bounds, or limits but the will of head-ftrong dif» 
contcnred perſons. With what face can theſe men name the 
Laws of the Land ? when one of them hath latcly rold the 
world in prinr, that they are but the inventions of men : Yeagmo- 
ral precepts, fitter for Heathens then Chriſtians, Ina word, I raiſe 
Arms by the Law, and for the Law, to protc@ the Laws and 
Religion cſtabliſhed ; you to ſubvert them both : Iraiſe Arms 
under His Majeſtic, for His Mijcſtie ; you wichout him, againſt 
him, by vertue,of your own warrants: Tfit be not ſo, ſhew us 
but one Text, one Statuce, nay,bur one poor: Caſe or Preſident 
for your Juſtification. And that you may ſceI am in earncſt, [ 
deſire God to vouchſafc his bleſſing and afiftance to thar party 
which ſtands = and cordially for the defence of the known 
Laws of this Realm, and to deny it toall others. 

The ſecond charge is, That mine eArmy conſifts of Papiſts and 
other Malignants, That I have in mine Army ſome of the Ro- 
miſh Communion I do not deny ; yet but an handfullin com- 
pariſon of the whole Body of it, I b-lceve not above one of fif- 
ty, and I wiſh their Conſciences as well ſatisfied as mine own 
of the Truth of our Prof:fhon. Theſe I admitted ſor their 
Loyalty and Abilities, not for their Religion, as was moſt law- 
full for me to do; a courſe warranted by the examples both of 
God and Man,and chalk*d our to me by thcmſelves:yea,ir was 
a note higher in them, in a Warre pretended againſ Papilts, to 
make uſe of Papiſts in places of great truſt and command, nay, 
do they not ſtill admit all ſorts of SeQaries, Brownilts, Ana- 
baptiſts, Familiſts, &c. I have demonſtrated the <quity of this 
courſe to the World, which they know not how to anſwer ; the 
fidelity of the one ſhall riſe up in jadgement againſt the Rebelli» 
on of the othcr,, and condemn it ; Certainly in this particular 
ſervice they ſhew themſelves beerer friends to the Proteſtant 
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Religion, then, the others, Bur they are not.atisfied tg rgbbe 
me of them, unlcNlethey may (weep away all the reſt nnderthe 
ſtale and 'empty name of Malignants ; 1doc not much blame 
them, tlicirintended wotke would be more caſfily atchicved. 
Bur let us inquire who in their Diale& are theſe Malignants; 
| Are they who do not willingly part with their Religion, 
Laws, Libcriies, Lively hoods, left them by their Fathers up- 
on Arbitrary Votes ? So a Theefe may terme a True-man a 
Malignant, becauſc he doth cefuſeto deliver his Purſe upnn des 
m—_ : Sorhe Wolves in their Treaty of Accommodation with 
the Sheep, dcſired the Dogs to de delivered up ro them as Ma- 
lignants. Thole have hitherto been cſteemed Malignant hu- 
mours in the Body Naturall, which being ſtubborn, Reblli- 
ous, Veacmous , are with difficulty reduced to their 2ight rem- 
per, cicher by ſtrength of Nature, or skill.in Phyſick,not thoſe 
which are not caſily infe&ed or diſtempered. This is new 
Learning, and requires a new Di&ionary to warrantit, Before 
they conclude them Malignant, -they ſhould doe well to prove 
them to be-Peccant againſt any authcntick rule : The Apoſtle 
ſaith, where there is no'Law there 45 no tranſereſſion; To accuſe 
boldly is not ſufficient to convince. If a common Adverſary 
did nor keep them in a kind of Herodzan Vnity for a time, your 
Browniſts would ſoon cond<mn your ordinary diſciplinarians 
for Malignants, and your Anabaptiſts againe your Browniſts, 
KC. 

Thirdly, -you-charge me #9 have Invaded this County of York. 
An inſolenr and preſumptuous Challeng: Can the Kings 
Forccs be ſaid to mak< an Invaſion in His own Dominions 2 
The ſecon:3 blow may be faid ro make the fray, burir is the firſt 
that makes the Invaſion, Say in good carneſt.did not your For- 
ccs firſt make Inrodcs into the Biſhoprick of Durham under my 
charge, where th: y had no pretcnce of ivployment ? Did they 
not Rob and Plundcr ſundry of His Majeſtics Licge Peopie at 
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Darxton, in. ſuch crucll manner , that. the. prime Officer of the 
Lown died of Fricke within three qr foure Dayes ? Did they. 
not give ai aſlaule upon Piexſebridge ta their Taofſe ? And when i 
come to.chaſtiſe theſe. Intruders , can it be called an Invaſion ? 
Neither did I then (cr foor into this County, but upon the car- 
neſt Solicitation and Intreaty of the Prime-Nobility and Gen- 
try of Tarkeſſtire,, tor (cure them from. your violence and op- 
preſſion. It ProteRion be Invaſion, then this is Invaſion. I 
could nouriſh little hopes that theſe reſtleſſe Spirits, who could 
not be bounded withintheir awn: calling,, would be contained 
within.the limits.of a Caunty: Or that they would ſpare me any 
longer: then- untill they: had fully ſubdued their Neighbours 
andfcllow»SubjeAs athome, Neither could I have been ever 
ablc to.have given. an; Accompt.to His ſacred Majeſtic for ſuch. 
at unpardanable. omiſhon,, if being armed by His Goodneſſe - 
with ſufficicat pawes. to repreſſe ſuch. tumultuous diſorders, 
I ſhould ſee before mine eyes His Loving and Loyall SubjeAs. 
rrampled-upon by His and their Enemies, in His Cauſe, and for 
His ſake ;., and whilcſt they feck to me for ſuccour, 1 ſhould be 
wanting in my Duty to my dread Soveraign, and my:neceſſary 
ance to:them. All this while the Zinco/vſbire Forces are. 
quite forgotten, they, were Brethren, no Invaders. 

The fourth charge ariſcth yet higher, For killing anddeſtroy- 
ing ſome. numbers on Relegious Proteſtant-SubjecFs, Where did- 
ever my, Forces kill one man who did not take up Arms againſt 
us, or was. not r-ady to have killed us firſt if he could ? The 
weight of guiltleſſc blood is more heavy then a Mountain; The. 
ſtaine thereof not to be 'walhed. qut with allthe watet it: the 
Ocean, but onely bythe tears of Repentance, and the blood of 
Chriſt. This weight anU'guilt of blood ſhalllye heavy upogrhe 
heads ofthaſe men and of their ſeed after them,whio have been 
the authors and fomentors of theſc horrid diſtrations, when 
Peace. ſhall be upon the. head of our S#veraign, and his ſeed, and his 
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throne-for ever, They that 4 Sword ( without a lawfull cal- 
ling) ſhall periſh by the Sword, And He that fheddeth Mins blood 
(wichout a Commiſhon from the Kingot Heaven, whooncly 
hath originall Power over thc lives ot his creatures,and no mul- 
titude of men in the world colleQive or repreſentative wharſa« 
ever) by Man ſhall his blood be ſhed. The ſupreme Magiſtrate is 
Gods Vicegcrcnt, And Beareth not the Sword in varne , but thoſe 
who preſnime to uſe the Sword and can derive no Power from 
him , it were mcet for them to make their Accounts betimes 
with God, leſt rh:y dye in the ſtate of Murtherers both of 
themſelves and others, both of ſoule and body. Iris ancaſtc 
thing for. an Orator to-caſt a miſt before the eyes of Vulgar 
Pcople, and make them a plauſible Diſcourſe ofthe Cauſe of 
God, the true R:1:gion, of ſuppreſſing Superſtition and 1dolatry, and. 
ſetting up the Rrght Worſhip of the Lord, They had hard hearts if 
they could nor afford themſelves a good word, But admitting, 
not granting, all this to be true ( which is moſt falſe) will this 
plca yet ſcrve before the Judge of Heaven and Earth ? Nothing 
Icſſe. Theſe very Men and their Predec. flors have taught the 
contrary; have proteſted the contrary, have printed the contra- 
ry, eAnte m2ta certamins, before thele unhappy differences bee 
gan, whilclt mens eyes were not faſcinated with faRion and 
prejudice. Then themſclves condemned this very Dodtrine 
which now they praftice as Antichriſtian and Anabaptiſticall, and 
their preſent pratice which.they now defend , asſeaiious and 
finfall; this would be truly laid-to heart; And withall,thatif the 
Lord Fairefax and his friends had bcen men of th. ir words, or 
zerformcd that agreement ro which Honour and Juſtice did 
oblige them, all the blood which hath been ſpill.d. or ſhall be 
ſhed h.reafter in this Cauſe, had been ſaved, And upon their 
ſcorcit wall be caſt inthe cnd, both by God and Man, Itwonld 
be known whothcy are whom emphatically (ifnor excluſive-' 
ly) he calls Proteſtants. Are they the Succeſſors ia DoRrine of 
EET thole 
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thoſe firſt Reformers in £7. whom from a Protefflation 
made, they named Proteſtants? No, what theſe old Proteſtants 
allowed and prattiſed as lawfull and nrceſlary , theſe new Pro- 
teſtants condemn as ſuperſtitious and Antichriſtian. This is bc- 
yond the power of Omnipotency to make both parts of a con- 
cradiction to be true, Protcſtants whileſt they continue the ſame 
to be no Proteſtants, and no Proteſtants to be Proteſtants. If 
they do cordially love the thing as they do hugge the name, 
why do we not all ſhake hands and become Friends ? 

. And ſo from murthering their bodies he proceeds to ſterving 
their ſoules,that is, by 3 aniſhing and impriſening the Zealous Mi- 
niſters. This is my fifth charge. I envy no mans zeale, but wiſh 
them Diſcretion proportionable to their Devotion. To fatisfic 
their charge home, firſt, dejare, what may be done. It hath 
ever been accounted lawfull to binde a phrenetick mans hands. 
Shall ir be lawfull for theſe ſeditious Orators to bring railing ac- 
cuſations into the Pulpits daily againſt the Lords annointed, 
ſuch as Michaell the Archangell durſt not bring againſt the De+ 
vill, and yer be free from queſtion 2 May they proſtitute the 
Ordinance of God to the rebellious deſignes of ambitious 
men, yct be free from queſtion ? Could theſe Embaſſadours of 
Peace keep themſelves to that Theame, which was bequeathed 
tothem by the Prince of Peace, they mightlong injoy their Be+ 
nefices and Liberties ; yea, with ſome connivence toa truly 
tender Confcience, But when a Man may frequent their Ser- 
mons a whole yeare, and hcarc nothing but incentives to War, 
ſhedding the Blood of the ungodly, and adjoyning with others 
ts makeagreat Sacrificetothe Lord , may not a man juſtly ſay 
to them, as Qucen Elizabeth ſometimes roan Embaſladour, 
Hes mihi ! vocem Packs expeiFavi , Cur Belli clamorem audio? Arc 
not theſe the ſame Men «ho teach intheir own caſe, That he 
deſerves more rigorous puniſhment who ſhallinfett the Soles of Men 
with poyſoned Doitrin:, then he that ſhall deſtroy therr bodies with 


1yſm? Are not theſe We , who upon the ſame grounds 
ave filcnced or impriſoned, or, to uſe their own Phraſe, ba- 
niſhed from their Churches ſo many of our Reverend, Lear» 
ricd, and Worthy Divines throughout the whole Kingdome, 
to ſubintroduce Heterodox and contentious pcrions m their 
Rooms ? And may no Man ſay to their Minions, not worthy 
to (it atthe Fer of the other, Domine, cur ita facis ? Sir, why do 
you ſo? Or ſhill we once againe bring in an exemption of 
Church-mecn privately atthe backdoore, which we have pab- 
lkcly thruſt out at the foredoore? Thus you (ce it might be 
done, evch upon your own grounds in point of right, 
Now for the matter of fa, it isas much miſtaken as the 
right, I have rccolle&cd my ſclfe, I have inquired.of my Secre- 
tary, . can Inotfind one Miniſter byTtne cither banathed or 
impriſoned. wh”, Miniſtcr cither before my comming orliace, 
bcing appechenſive of his own demerits,.or out of a pniley 
Conſciencce,withour other com \ Comer forſake his Church, 
and leave it-as tlie Oſtridge dothher eggs in the ſand, withour 
care or proviſion, you cannot. call this Baniſhmene. Or if any 
of your Miniſters have aſſumcd a plurality of profeſſions, and 
added the. Sword to: the VVord, if my Officers ſhould mecs 
with him in ſuch a garbe, mightthey notinquire,. an hav tunioa 
Filii.tai ſit, and rake himin his ſccond capacity ?:Ov laſtly, if the 
Juſtices of this County , wholive upan the place, and do beſt 
know ſeditious perſons, and thejuſt fearces and dangers of the 
County, have thought fit to. reſtrain any. man from doing 
hurt, was I bound to givea proteQtion ora ſup. rſedeas ? when 
you inſtance in particular perſons, you ſhall rec. ive particular 
tatisfaRion,. | 

And ſo from the Bady. and: Soule he. deſcends. to. the 
Eſtate, the laſt ſteppe of his accuſation, in-theſe words , «4x4 
hath beſides dene infinite ſpoile aud waſt upon the good-Swijedts,

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what is the Reformation which theſe men ſeeke. At this very 
time, Iam informed they are cxccuting the illegall Order for 
the Twenticth: pare of every Mans Eſtate in Craven, This

' Therefore in the ſccond place I adde, thatmy caſe is cleare
